Such an episode is far from being far-fetched at Williams 


College (Williamstown, Mass.), where canine capers are tra- 
ditional at home football games. Indeed, the presence of 
pooches extends far beyond the playing fields. 


In "Where the Boys Are," a guide to college dating edited 


by girls at Smith and Mount Holyoke, Williams is described 
as "The only school where your date will expect you to be 
snowed, not over him but over his dog." 


Actually, college rules no longer permit individual stu- 


dents to keep such pets as Rupert, Zoomer and Fang, but sev- 
eral strong-willed dogs insist upon making their head- 
quarters in certain small residential houses. Then there are 
faculty dogs, which tend to follow their masters, and campus- 
oriented town dogs. All in all, there is a lot of doggy action 
around Williams, as shown in these pictures.

A—The most common cause 


is congestion due to a valvu- 
lar heart disease. Tumors, 
especially those that obstruct 
the common bile duct, and 
the early stages of cirrhosis 
also cause liver enlargement. 
What sort of diet you should 
follow would depend on the 
results of liver function tests. 
It may be that no dietary re- 
striction is necessary but. in 
any case, alcohol should be 
avoided.

We like to bid whenever 


we get a good chance to do so. 
You do get set but if you 
never make a doubtful bid 
you nesrer get anywhere. 


In particular we open the 


bidding a trifle lighter than 
most other players and we 
overcall at the one level with 
any decent suit. 


On the other hand we hesi- 


tate to compete with a minor 
suit after an opponent has bid 
a major. We find that such 
bids seldom do any good and 
frequently do lots of harm. 


Here is a hand from a New 


York tournament that illus- 
trates why we don't make 
minor suit overcaQs. 


South had passed to start. 


Not that this pass changed 
the spots on even one card in 
his hand but it did mean that 
he could not hold much more 
than he had. He could not 
wait to stick in his two club 
overcall. 


It is hard to say just how 


East and West would have bid 


if South had passed but they 
would probably have wound 
up a trifle too high in hearts 
or no-trump. 


South's overcall solved all 


their problems. 


West had a minimuni open- 


ing bid and was delighted to 
pass and show this. East did 
not have any convenient bid. 
Two hearts would be inade- 
quate. Two no-trump or three 
hearts were a trifle too much, 
but he did have a nice option. 
He doubled. 


West was delighted to pass» 


His hand was a minimum but 
it did include three quick de- 
fensive tricks. He opened the 
king of diamonds. East sig- 
naled with the nine and the 
defense collected seven tricks 
right off the bat. This left 
South to take the last six 
tricks with his trump suit but 
the 500 penalty was more 
than East and West would 
have scored if they had been 
able to bid and make a game.

Do three boats look better 


in one? Salesmen hope so. 
1 hat's the new style for next 
summer, now appearing at 
snowbound boat shows across 
the country. 


Going away, most pleasure 


craft seem the same as any 
other year. But head on there 
are often three beginnings to 
the bottom. A boat looks like 
several hulls squeezed under 
one deck. A deep center keel 
has smaller ones on each side, 
though they u s u a l l y all 
smooth back into one "V" at 
the stern. 


At anchor, or drifting and 


fishing, the broad three-bump 
bottom squats down with the 
outer keels, like outriggers, 
keeping the boat on an even 
keel when you jump up to net 
a fish. Speed the boat up, and 
the stablizing side hulls are 
supposed to ride above the 
surface while the center hull 
planes along. 


Aboard, there is more room 


to roam above the beamy bot- 
tom. Where the pointed bow 
of the foredeck used to be, a 
lot of models have added a 
second cockpit up ahead of 
the windshield. 


The outrigger idea hasn't 


been new since some cruising 
caveman found three logs 
lashed together were better 
than one. Later, Polynesians 
rigged them out on poles each 
side to keep from tipping 
over. But they didn't have ad- 
vertising men to name these 
broader bottoms. 
This spring's three-hull is 


likely to be called a Sea-foil, 
Gull 
Wing, 
T r i m a r a n , 


Cathedral Hull, V-Sled, Aqua 
Lift with Sponsons, Tri-Hull, 
Cathedral-V, Hydro-Vee, Tri- 
hedral or Tri-Vee, among 
others. 


As slow speeds before the 


side hulls lift, the boat just 
goes slower and takes more 
power to push through the 
water. But it won't tip as 
much and is more likely to 
keep you and the kids aboard.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla.—(NBA)—Felipe Alou can re- 


member as a little boy when there was no gasoline to drive 
a car in Santo Domingo and Papa Alou couldn't get work 
in his normal trade as a carpenter. 


The only way they could eat was papa would go out and 


catch fish in the waters of the Caribbean. And Felipe and his 
little brothers, Mateo and Jesus, would go out into the lush 
countryside and forage for jungle fruit. 


The diversion from privation was baseball, which was big 


in the Dominican Republic, especially after visits by teams 
like the New York Yankees and the Brooklyn Dodgers. In 
time, Felipe grew up to be a robust specimen who could hit 
a baseball a long way, run and throw. The New York Giants 
wanted him. 


"But I couldn't speak a word of English," he mused as he 


sat on the dugout steps of Municipal Stadium in West Palm 
Beach, waiting for the Atlanta Braves to play an exhibition 
game. 


"We had no money, and we owed $500. That was the only 


reason my folks let me go to the United States. Otherwise, 
they wouldn't let me." 


Within two years, in 1958, Felipe became a big league 


player with the Giants. Brother Matty followed on his heels, 
and by the last month of the 1963 season, the three Alou 
brothers were assembled in the outfield of the San Francisco 
Giants. Their prospects of remaining intact as the first all- 
brother outfield in the history of the majors were remote, 
however, because the Giants still had a fellow named Willie 
Mays to play centerfield. 


The Giants also found Felipe something of a filibusterer 


on the subject of his brother Matty, who warmed the bench 
a couple of years (while Felipe slugged 25 homers, drove in 
98 runs and batted .316 in 1962). 


"I was worried about Matty," reviewed Felipe. "He had 


a bad knee cartilage, and they wouldn't operate on him. I 
went to the front office and they said, 'Don't worry about him. 
Take care of yourself.' Next thing, I was traded." 


That was in 1964, to the Milwaukee Braves. Last year, 


Matty went to the Pittsburgh Pirates. He hit .342 to lead the 
National League in batting. Felipe hit .327 (including a career 
high of 31 home runs) for the (now Atlanta) Braves to finish 
second. Only littlest brother, Jay, who was once regarded as 
potentially the best of the Alous, remains with the Giants, 
and he had a mediocre '66 season. 


"He feels," said big brother Felipe, "the Giants don't like 


him very much because they traded me and Matty. We care 
about Jay because he's the youngest one and evidently he 
had a lot of trouble last year. I was telling him all winter 
long to forget about it and play his own game. 


"We know now that for the good of all three of us, it is 


better they split us up. That way, during the season, we don't 
have to worry about the other guy not playing—like we used 
to. We are professionals, all three of us." 


Any sentimentality about playing together is assuaged dur- 


ing the winter when all three perform on a team which 
Felipe manages in the Dominican Republic. Jay plays left 
field. Matty is in center. Felipe takes over right.

The Grip

The starting point in golf 


is the grip, You have only 
one direct connection with 
the club and that is your 
hands. Therefore, any error 
in this coupling will result in 
many more errors on clown 
the line. 


It is imperative that your 


grip be correct in every facet 
in order to insure proper 
functioning of the rest of the 
swing. A proper grip is one 
in which the club is always 
held in the fingers and not in 
the palms of hands. 


A closer look shows that 


the shaft lies in the fingers 
of the left hand running diag- 
onally from the first knuckle 
of the first finger to the last 
knuckle of the small finger. 
The same is true of the right 
hand fingers. The club rests 
only in the fingers. 


The left thumb comes to 
rest just to the right of the 
shaft center and the right 
thumb just to the left of the 
shaft center.

habits on modern expressways 
can be fatal, tt is a timely warn- 
ing as more and more concrete 
is poured for highways of the fu- 
ture and the accident toll keeps 
growing by leaps and bounds. 


As many motorists have no 


doubt discovered high-speed ex- 
pressway driving calls for basic 
precautions-gas, tires, and so on. 
In addition to this, and telling what 
to do in case you have a flat on one 
of those thruway demons (pull 
off on a shoulder; or stop, and 
wave traffic around you several 
hundred feet from your car,) Mil- 
ler give good advice about plan- 
ning a trip. 


One of the big headaches of mod- 


ern travel is that motorists ar- 
rive in a metropolitan area with- 
out any idea where their turn- 
offs are, hpw to get to a down- 
town hotel, to the office of a 
waiting client, or to where Aunt 
Maggie lives. Failure to map a 
route in advance can be lethal. 


Over half of all expressway 


accidents are at the highway "po- 
ints of decision." As Miller says, 
"Those few seconds of decision 
are critical: hesitation, chang- 
ing lanes, a last-minute swerve, 
or most dangerous of all, stop- 
ping and backing against traffic 
to reach the exit can cause cha- 
os-and death." 


Miller's advice to anyone hav- 


ing to make a split-second de- 
cision on a fast turn-off is to 
keep going even if it means ad- 
ding 50 miles to your trip. This 
is certainly hard-to-take advice, 
but in the end, the life you save 
may be your own. 


The growth of high-speed ex- 


pressways has exceeded public 
education on how to drive on one 
and survive. The Miller article, 
which originally appeared in 
"Family Safety," is a step in 
the right direction. Quite likely 
there will have to be more gov- 
ernment safety brochures and 
better and clearer road maps 
produced as time goes by. The 
motoring public willdemand this. 
Until this happens, the vacationer 
and ordinary traveler is on his 
own.

Experts View 
Cloud Cover 
at Low Cost

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


as little as $100, do-it- yourself 
electronic experts are getting 
satellite's-eye 
views 
of the 


earth's cloud cover. 


It's almost as easy as pluck- 


ing a television program out of 
the air with a commercial set in 
the home — and as with net- 
work television, there are three 
channels to choose from. 


The transmissions can be 


picked up from three photo-tak- 
ing weather satellites in polar 
orbits 800 to 900 miles above the 
earth — Essa 2 and 4 and Nim- 
bus 2. All are equipped with 
APT, the Automatic 
Picture 


Transmission system that per- 
mits a receiving station about 
the size of a desk to receive the 
television pictures if it is within 
range of the satellite's orbital 
course. 


David Johnson, director of the 


Commerce Department's Na- 
tional Environmental Satellite 
Center at Suit land, Md., ex- 
plained that APT has a TV cam- 
era which snaps pictures and 
broadcasts them immediately at 
a very slow rate. It takes three 
minutes te transmit a picture, 
compared with one picture ev- 
ery l-30th of a second for con- 
ventional television. 


Anyone who builds a relative- 


ly simple ground station can 
receive 
the cloud pictures, 


Johnson says, adding that some 
amateurs have built stations for 
as little as $100 — compared to 
the commercial cost of $6,000 up 
to $30,000, 


In the United States, stations 


are owned by government agen- 
cies, military installations and 
a number of private organiza- 
tions, including television sta* 
tions which use the pictures in 
their 
own weather reporting 


programs. 


"Overseas many sets are op* 


erated by governments, univer- 
sities and private groups," 
Johnson said. "We are aware of 
about 200 ground stations. There 
could be many others that we 
don't know about." 


Johnson explained 
that the 


person on the ground simply 
turns on his receiver and gets a 
picture whenever a satellite is 
within range, usually up to 12 
minutes at a time. 


The utility of cloud photogra* 


phy by satellites, as a means of 
keeping up with weather condi- 
tions over any given local area, 
was emphasized Thursday by a 
report that air commanders in 
South Vietnam are using graphs 
from satellite photos to redirect 
bombing missions around storm 
areas and toward targets shown 
to be clear of clouds.

War End Hot 
in Sight, Says 
Westmoreland

SAIGON (AP) - Despite an 


impressive string of allied bat- 
tlefield victories and soaring 
Communist 
desertions, 
Gen. 


William C. Westmoreland be- 
lieves the end of the war is not 
in sight. 
The U.S. commander in Viet- 


nam said in an interview that 
his battle plan remains,-the 
same: "We'll just go on bleed- 
ing them until Hanoi wakes up 
to the fact that they have bled 
their country to the point of na- 
tional disaster for several gen- 
erations. Then they will have to 
reassess their position. 


"My strategy is to put the 


pressure on the enemy every- 
where and that includes the ma- 
jor bombing campaign in the 
North. The only way I know how 
to fight a war is by putting the 
maximum pressure on the max- 
imum amount of the time." 


Westmoreland believes Hanoi 


is still pouring troops south in 
the mistaken belief that they 
are winning great victories even 
though they are suffering terri- 
ble casualties. 


Intelligence 
reports 
show 


Communist 
commanders are 


claiming 5 to 20 times the num- 
ber of allied troops actually 
killed in fighting. The U.S. com- 
mand believes that in this sense 
Hanoi is a victim of its own 
propaganda. 


The Communists have suf- 


fered more than 22,500 casual- 
ties since Jan. 1 but are still 
capable of launching regimental 
attacks 
with regularity. 
Al- 


though U.S. intelligence rates 
the morale of various enemy 
units at poor to adequate, lead- 
ership and fighting spirit re- 
main quite high. 


Weetmoreland tells his com* 


bat 
commanders: "The only 


way to defeat the Viet Cong to- 
tally is to defeat his morale, 
discredit his leaders and to 
make him see only death awaits 
him in the future," 


The Pentagon has agreed to 


boost U.S. troop strength this 
year from the present 438,000 to 
about 
500,000. Westmoreland 


declines to discuss strength ceil* 
ings, but other senior U.S. offi- 
cers are known to believe far 
more are necessary. 


Westmoreland still must reck* 


on on the possibility of losing an 
entire major American unit in 
some attack. But with his most 
recent string of victories north 
and west of Saigon, the U.S. 
commander believes the Araeri* 
can public could swallow a ma* 
jor defeat. 


The U.S. command recognises 


that if a 600»man American bat* 
talion is completely overrun, 
few if any men would survive. 
The Communists, to make a 
propaganda 
point, 
doubtless 


would shoot all prisoners. 


Westmoreland 
sees 
many 


trends favorable to the allies 
but cautions that they are not 
strong enough in themselves to 
assure a victory. 


"It is impossible to say how 


long the war will last," he said. 
"I can't set' any end in sight." 


LBJ to Take 
Quiet Rest 
After Meet

SAN ANTONIO, Tea, (AP) - 


President Johnson looked tor- 
wtrd to a restful Texas week* 
end today after clearing the fi- 
nal political hurdle of his Latin* 
America trip. 


That last hurdle, strange as It 


might seem, had nothing direct- 
ly to do with the hemisphere 
summit he attended at Punta 
del Este, Uruguay. 


tt Involved finding a suitable 


refueling stop for his plane on 
the flight home - a stop that 
would not Injure Latin pride* 


Rather than set down, If only 


briefly, in one of the member 
countries of the Organization of 
American States, most of whom 
were represented at Punta del 
Este, Johnson had his plane re- 
fueled In Surinam, Dutch terri- 
tory that does not have OAS 
membership. 


In 
that 
fashion, Johnson 


avoided the potential pitfall of 
seeming to favor one of his fel- 
low summiteers over the others. 


The 67-mlnute stop was fit- 


ting, In a way. The Dutch ac- 
quired Surinam from the British 
In 1667 In exchange for New 
York City and the surrounding 
countryside. 


Aides said Johnson probably 


would have a quiet weekend at 
his ranch, 75 miles north of 
here. 


The 
chief 
executive, who 


Joined wife Lady Bird there late 
Friday night, had looked for- 
ward to the stay because a long 
drought In his native hill coun- 
try was broken this week by 
heavy rains. 


A gentleman farmer with a 


genuine Interest la the land, he 
was eager to see the effects of 
the rain on his property. 


Johnson "presumably needed 


to catch up on his sleep, too. 
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WASHINGTON 
(AP) - One 


of the myths of American life is 
the sanctity of free, collective 
bargaining. 
It's 
worshiped, 


protected 
and encouraged — 


until the going gets too rough. 


It gets too rough when there is 


danger of a strike that would 
shut down an industry vital to 
American health, welfare, or 
security. No President or Con- 
gress is going to sit idly by and 
let that happen, at least not for 
long. 


But, instead of approving a 


law 
which beforehand would 


forbid a strike in an essential 
industry by, for instance, com- 
pelling both sides to submit to 
compulsory 
arbitration, 
the 


presidents and Congress have 
skipped around the dilemma. 


Apparently 
hoping 
these 


emergency strike threats won't 
come along too often, and there- 
fore can be handled as special 
cases when they do occur, the 
presidents and Congress have 
tried to get by with "one-shot" 
actions. 


One of them occurred this 


week when President Johnson 
asked Congress for, and instant* 
ly got, legislation forbidding a 
railroad strike for 20 days, or 
until May 3, 


tf there is a settlement then 


between six railroad craft un» 
ions and the country's major 
rail lines, Congress will proba- 
bly follow the pattern it has 
adopted for years: don't do any* 
thing until the next big threat 
comes. 


But the population is increas* 


ing, thus increasing the nation's N 
needs and the interdependency 
of its various parts. Inevitably, 
therefore, Congress will eveatu* 
ally have to pass antistrjke leg. 
islation in vital industries. 


Meanwhile, the only strikes 


likely to stay free of govera* 
ment interference 
indefinitely 


are those ID industries of § mi- 
uor nature. 


President Johnson, who vai* 


ties the goodwill ol laher, has 
shown a great retoetaaee to 
hand Congress pr-oposals for 
coping with emergency strikes 
although in his State o| Uw U&, 
ion message in January 1966, ha 
called for laws to "eoaW us
